MEXICO CITY, Feb. 24.— The bul­ 
let riddled bodies of the slain Madero 
and Suarez were in charge of their 
families today. 
That of Madero was 
received at the home of hts brother, 
by his sister, Mercedes, the spirited 
girl who, when refused permission 
to see the body at the penitentiary 
a few hours after the killing, defied 
the officers of the guard and hurled 
anathemas upon the heads of the ex­ 
ecutioners. 
Sonora Madero, widow of the late 
president, and her sister-in-law, one

Johnson headed the list of eight de­ 
fendants who tested the validity of 
the Mann law. 
They declared that 
persons, unlike

regulation of the national interstate 
commerce laws. 
The Mann law, which the attorney 
general declared before the supreme 
court was passed to prohibit “ vil­ 
lainous and international traffic in 
women and girls," was aimed at per­ 
sons who “ transport or cause to be 
transported or who aid or assist in 
obtaining or cause to be transported 
or who aid or assist in obtaining 
transportation for any woman or girl 
for the purpose of prostitution or de­ 
bauchery, or for other immoral pu r­ 
pose, or with intent to induce or en­ 
tice or compel such women or girls 
to a house of prostitution or to give 
themselves up to debauchery.’

The case decided today was one 
of several brought by Mrs. Guggen- 
heim-Wahl or her attorneys to a n ­ 
nul the divorce granted by Governor 
Dunne when he w as.a judge in the 
Chicago courts. 
In the present ac­ 
tion the state took part, on orders of 
the chief justice of the circuit court, 
on account of the allegations that 
the plaintiff in the case had wrong­ 
fully represented that. she was a resi­ 
dent of Cook county. 
The action de­
